The favorite yew of Prague is from a 
hideous iew-tower on the Petrin.. From 
its top one can sec the Bohemian forest on 
the Bavarian frimtier and the other low 
ringes that inclose the srent plat of 
Bohemia: but as a wattage promt for 
viewing Prague, it is. distinctly disap- 
pointing. Even the high spires of the 
st. Vitus Cathedral cut the hillside fe 
stead. of the skyline, and the rolling city, 
caught im the bdomering curve of the 
river, seems much Aatter thin it really is. 

A hetter point of vantage is the yrew- 
tower tn the growods af the early eigh- 
teenth century Schimborn Palace, now 
the residence of the American Minister 
to Caevhoslovakia, From that lower Jevel

the ragged skyline, which is Prague's 
chic! charm, i visible and one gets a 
mere mtimate view of the spots where 
listury has been made dno many a hard- 
fight fight. The timers spires re- 
mind one of the piles and spears of a 
warrior hest and the domes of the 
churches suggest the round-topped hel- 
mets of the Swede invaders. 

When the san begins ty set behind ¢

As tunwers and hurdlers, the 
Czechs are distinctly inferior in form.

A CFTyY GF ARCADES 


Prague is essetitiolly a city for the 
pedestrian wanderer, A sightseemg bie 
oc a Jorgtiette woukl chase away the 
charm. Foarnial sights are ght AEDs 
except te experts, It to him wh thes 


a 


to loiter among medieval stenes, taking 


pleasure in watching this old lady whose, 


worn wmbrella shelters a slender stock of 
fruit, or contenipliting with leisurely de- 
light the life that surges through the 
covered passageways lining the cobbled 
streets of the Mala Strann, few cities so 
intrigue one’s interest. 

The Cxechs who emigrate to Cleveland 
ought to Teel at home. there, for Prague 
ie also a city of arcades. Sore of these 
are low-arched passages that renin one 
af an Old Chester whose cubtst lines are 
bent to graceful curves, or of the dimly 
lighted sowks that wsher one into the 
caravansiries oT Hokhara, 

Cithers arte great open halls that cut 
their wav through massive madern 
blocks, their plate-glass walls placarded 
with posters and puerced by entrances to 
moving-picture shows and cabarets that 
love the dark, with baip-dressers’ win- 
dows full of cheap perfume at high 
prices, arid with a pestage-stamp dealer 
or two. Noomedern arcade in Prague 
would be complete without a postage- 
stimp dealer whose windows are pock- 
morked with tressures for the philatelist. 

In one of the areades the visitor ad- 
vances past the frankly informing photo- 
praph of the newest dance queen to drop 


a com im the slot aml have some tasteless 
fluid sqnirted into a glass by livdkden 
iorces that catn for the plaice the name 
of “Awtamat.” In these days, when 
paper luere ane uneanceled postage 
stumps have driveti out hard cash, an 
aitotnat whose vitals need the clink of 
metal com to stir them imte, action has 
a hard time. | | 

Voputir as canceled postage stamps are 
in Bohemia. the faverine art production 
nowadays is an Ameticat-made thousand. 
crown note, This charming ptece of art 
has not, like its hunudred-crown brother, 
heen counterfeited; hence, the man who 
receives cne in change not have to 
brenk his neck while holding it between 
him ane the light to see whether it has a 
wWalfle-patiorn water-mark in it. 

Counterfeit money, however, does not 
scem ta bother any one. the healeler lenst 
of all; for, although 9 Creech crown will 
lev three or four Austrian crowns, no 
one: seems to have the slightest respect 
for the mowey. Your waiter makes 
change in the same way that the stage 
hands mm the small-tawn opera house 
need to omke a snowstorm, dropping one 
piece af paper after another uot his 
arm owas tired, and neither he nor the 
recipient acems to care Whether the sca- 
enn is one of a heavy fall or not, 

The computation runs into hundreds 
of thousands, and when the traveler ar- 
tives in d region where meoncy stil] re- 
thins p trace of its former “kick”—say 
2.75 per cent—he thinks that somebody 
is taking him a present of his purchases 
until, too late, be counts the cost.

The native costumes of Czechoslovakia 
are ao heversending delight. From tie 
firey dar, L wried to discover which wis 
Bohemian, which Moravian, which Sile- 
sian. aml which Slovakian; but the be- 
willering urray refuses to be so easily 
clissified, 

Although Jeach town has 16 peculiar 
style. in each there are such ditterences 
neare die:to individual tastes. In Kyjot 
or UCherske Hradie, as in Paris; Mich. 
or Rome, N. Y.. womenare nonconform- 
stein putters of dress. 

The men of Ubherske Hrailiste ran 
more or less to type, with high bots, 
bnghtly polished but dusty ito the ankle, 
wide white trousers, and a shirt eloquent 
of wifely toil beside some aylyan stream 


and nicely embroidered at the wrist and. 


throat with delicate designs which lo 
not suggest the hery-handedness of the 
women who prodpced them (see pare 
130).

Cite girts and forcigners, whose seme 
of art is inferior, have conceived a grent 
hiking for these peasant costumes, with 
the result that there isa market. not only 
for the product of months or years of 
loving laher, but ales for hurried werk, 
devoid of. imaginition and machine-like 
in ith mediocrity. The value of a fine 
costume puns into thousand’ of crows, 
and cheaper anes have to be ‘supplied. 
The result is deplorable. | 

Not only are hideous ¢eolor combina- 
tions displayed and muchine-made ril- 


bens weed m place of better ornament. 


hut the costumes, donned by those to 
whon they are only a type of fanev dress, 
lack the dignity which is never lacking 
when ther are used by the real peasant. 

Where soft Jeather boots should be 
wot, With just al glimpse cf knee clad in 
ant honest, heavy stocking, the town zirl 
puts on high-heeled slippers and the 
sheerest of silk hose: ao that a thor- 
oughly, modest dress becomes a thing of 
scom, tind on the street one seca pro 
tesque shapes with the heads of city 
women, the bodies of peasants, and the 
limbs of a midmpht froticker- 

Even from the tiny Slovale villages 
young girls are gomg to the cities. They 
have oo time nor energy to work on deli- 
cate nerdlework of their own, and the 
small savings from their wages are. not 
stifficient to supply sich splendid cos- 
times as their mothers wore; so they are 
coming more and more ta wear white 
hats with wide, diaphanous brims, spor- 
lese white dresses, and white stockings 
and slippers. Although chann ts tait- 
tained, all individuality. is: lost, 

Peasant art, which gained an enviahle 
reputation for Austria-Hungary, is: being 
sacrificed for money which tuys almost 
nothing, ‘and the fowely ‘costumes of 
Czechoslovakia will soan be seen ony m 


iuseums, along with roc's eggs and the 
molar apparatus of a whale. 

Chie crossee harvest fleldé to picture 
stenies of peasant life only to be ad- 
dressed in the accents of Cleveland and 
Youngstown.

The painstaking embroideries eloquent 
uf patient skill, the spotless white 1 the 
men's oostumes, and the suit white ruffa 
with Which the infants are lovingly pro- 
ville] constitute a great tribute to the 
energy of the women of Caechoslowakia 
in the home. That they are not licking 
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in political privileges, however, 1s shown 
not only by the fact that they have equal 
franchise but also that they use nt. In 
the Jute. 101g, elections 2,740,041 women 
voted in comparison with 23o2,g10 men 


voters, ‘Thirteen of the 3o2 members of 


the Iotse of Deputirs are women and 
three of the 130 Senaters.

THE LOCALE OF TH NEAR AST 

Tt is difficult to assign exact territorial 
litntts to the Near Fast: and as for: the 
Balkans: if may be said, as did Dooley of 
the Philippines, that before the World 
War few Americans knew whether they 
were mountains or canned goods.

It was within these cloistered walls 
that the Christian faith was kept alive 
through the long night ef Turkish rule 
in the Balkans. Here, too, was main-

About the Balkan monasteries claster 
nainy of the fest traditions of the Near 
est, For exmople, the beautiful clois- 
ters of the Metropolitan Monastery at 
Cetinje area venerated sanctuary of jatth 
and freedom: in the Black Movwntain ilir- 
mg back for a full half millennium. Tt 
stands upon the spot where Ivan the

Athens. owes the 
noble group of buildings which comprises 
the University, the National Library, and 
the fine classic reproduction which houses 
the Academy of Science, anil, above all, 
the noble Stadium, built upon the old 
foundations and along the old lines and 
ingeniously carrying in its fabric every 
fragment of the old structure which eriuld 
be founel. | 

In the midst of all this modernity stand 
the remnants of the golden days of 
Athens; sedulously preserved and open 
to inspection and study with a ireedim 
nowhere equaled. The focus, of course, 
is the Acropolis, with its Parthenon, t- 
comparable even in ite mins, its clifis and 
grotioes still the home of levend and of 
fable (see pages 170 and 186). 

Within a narrow circle all the phases 
of ancient Athenian lifé are represented, 
Under the shadow of the mighty rock 
stands the classic Temple of Theseus, 
best preserved of all the ancient monw- 
ments and serving a ovaried purpose 
throughout the centuries as pagan temple, 
Christian church, and Turkish palace 

Only a few steps away rise the well 
kept walls of the Stoa of Hadrian, which, 
with other works of Latin origin, speak 
of that distant day when a Roman em- 
pero tiled the violet-crowned city. 


CHLAPIDATED FRESCORS RELICS OF NARLY 
CHRISTIAN ERA 


OF the early Christian era there are 
many dilapidated frescoes upon the walls 
of nearly all the classie structures, and 
the first expressions of the architectural 
aspirations of our faith are to be fiom 
in the benutifal little Byzantine churches, 
the most striking of which is that of St. 
Theodore, set down in the midst of one 
of the great business streets of the city, 
its foundations already sunken beneath 
the detritus of the centuries, yet scruj- 
loushy guarded against conmumercial en- 
cronchmert. 

Of Turkish days there are but few dis- 
tinct tmees of structural importance ; but 
the barars, as typified by the Lane of the 
Little Red Shoes, the home of the cob- 
blers, or Hephaistos street, the quarter

As of old, the iiTeeks swarm the 
kes. The Pireus. is oneoef the busiest 
atul most crowded of Mediterranean 
ports; it 1% indeed the center of trans 
shipment for all the East, and the Greek 
merchant marme has multiplied its feet 
from year to year. The Corinthinn 
Canal, after many financinl vicissitudes, 
now 4eerms in the way of becoming each 
year & more and more useful route be- 
tween the Tonian and the ARgean Seas, 
and its sheer walla are eloquent of the 
persistence with which an ancient dream 
oe been fostered and brought to realiza- 
CUE, 

The Greeks are essentially a town peo- 
ple—made so doubtless by the necessity, 
in Turkish days, of coming together in 
masses for self-defense. Bot, whatever 
the reason, one-tenth of the entire popu- 
lntion is to be found in Athens and the 
Piraeus, | 

The drain of emigration from the rural 
districts has been enormous, In the 
striking words of one of the cabinet wha 
discussed the questian with me, it con- 
stitutes “a prave national hemorrhage.” 
Indeed, i some villages of the Pelopon- 
ness there remain scarcely enough men 
to fill the offices. 

In one sense, however, the emigration 
has been of beneht to the country: for 
large sums of money are sent back cach 
year, especially from America, to the 
families which have been leit at hore, 

But, while Athens and a few of the 
larger towns have taken on the aspect 
of today, country life in Greece remains 
in most of its fundamentale as it has 
been for ages. Within two hours’ drive 
of Athens I have seen peasants plowing 
their fields with crooked sticks, exactly 


pee 


as they did, | imagine, in the days of 
Homer. 

The shepherd boys of today manage 
their fneks—and [ may remark im pass- 
ing that there are said to be more posts 
than Greeks in Oreece—with on crock 
fashioned wpon the same lines as that 
which Corydon carried. And in Thes- 
saly ote still finds in daily use the solid 
wheeled cart that has come dew witht 
evbstuntial charge from the dave of 
Jason. -— 

The distaff remains the chief inatru- 
ment in preparing wool for the hand 
loams on which are woven the coarse and 
shaggy stuffs worn by the peasants, and 
doe rarely finds it absent from the busy 
meers of the older dames who sit and 
work in the-sun. Nausicaa and her miaids 
gathered at the fountain on that day 
when Ulysses came to port have ther 
modern counterpart in almost every: ptl- 
lic square of HHetlas, 





A LAST CF SI NSIHINE 


Greece is a land of much sunshine and 
life is followed much in the open, The 
family oven is Invariably to be found in 
the courtyard, and it is heated with dried 
twigs brought from the country districts 
in huge loads upon the patient Tittle don- 
keys, who vie with the gonts im being the 
most usefal members of the household. 

Marker day, of course, brings all the 
community together and ts generally an 
occasion of much pairty, while the feast 
days, which are numerots, are literally 
observed. Fasting, too, frenwent and 
fever. 

On feast dayé there is always dancing, 
the most famous to be seen at Megara 
during Easter week—a survival, and the 
only one, of the olden pan-Arhemuc pa- 
geants of classic times. _ 

Megara pride# itself. an being a pure 
Hellenic community in the midst of the 
Albanian flood which once overran the 
Attic Plam, It was once famows as a 
marriage mart durmg the Easter dancing 
season. This ‘is. ne longer trie, because, 
as the maidens sigh, so many of the men 
have gone off to America. — 

At Megara the native costume is seen 
at its best. [ft is rarely worn anywhere 
nowadays and has alinost wholly disap- 
peared from the cities. But for the Ev- 
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ones, or howselsoted hronpes, at the tigly 
barracks which the Greeks call the “big” 
palace, the fustaneclia would he nlrriost as 
rare a sight in Athetits as the claseic-garh, 
which = wom there only by American 
dancers.

The miilraad lines are meager. the roads 
are not good, and tlie hetela leave much 
to be desired.

The Orkney sages tell the adveritures 
of a long line of warltke, tricky; and mur- 
derous earls, who plundered the coasts, 
burning, killing, or stealing what came 
within their poet, (uarreling ameng 
themselves, ruling as absolute sovercigns 
so long as their power lasted, and usually 
dving a tragie death tor much the same 
reason that Nature decrees a violent end 
for most of the wild beasts. 

It is curious, therefore, to find among 
these dauntless leaders and ruthless con- 
querors two whose piety was ao marked 
that their names were afterward included 
in the catalogue of saints, The history 
of these two men, St. Magnus-and St. 
Rignvald, together with that of Swem 
Ashefson, “the last of the Vikings,” must 
become known to every visitor to the 
Orkneys. for it is through them that the 
islands came into possessian of ther 
eteatest monument, the Cathedral of St. 
Magnus in Kirkwall. 

THE STORY WF ST. MAGNUS 

Magnus, the son of Erlend, and Hakon, 
the son of Paul, became joint earls of 


Orkney in tt03, Magnus is described as 
“aman of noble presence and intellectual 


countenance. He wos of blameless life, 
victorious in battles, wise, eloquent, 


strong-minded, liberal and magnaninunts, 
Sgciows in counsel, and more beloved 
than any othersman.” 

For a time the cousins were frienilly 
and peace and prosperity came to the 
islands, Hut Haken became jealous.of his 
kinsman’s preatness and, after the two 
had nearly reached the point of open 
warfare, treacherously suggested a nvecet- 
ing for the purpose of peace and recon- 
ciation, 
island of Egilsev, where there is today 
the rain of an ancient church which was 
boikt before the first Norsemen came to 
Cirknev. 

Fach man was to have two ships and 
a stipulated number of followers, Mag- 
nus arrived first, with the proper quota, 
bot when Hakon came, it was seen that 
he hae eight ships anil a large army, andl 
Magnus knew at once that his hour had 
come.

ing to Pieces the fine old abbeys of Aoot- 
land, St. Magnus was not only protected 
hy the people of Kirkwall, bur was im- 
proved by the addition of some of its 
finest details, Jt did receive sure harsh 
treatment about this time at the hands of 
the Roundheads, and a Tittle later, in 
167i, what was once a handsome spire 
was destroyed by lightning. The attract- 


iveness Of the building is now greatly 


tarred by a stumpy little tower, 

The interior is distinguished by some 
massive routid pillars, seven on each side, 
tt the Norman stele, built of red and 
yellow sandstone, and a multiplicity of 
curious old tombstones. 
Rognvald Ties buried there, his saintly 
ticle, in whose memory the Cathedral 
was built, was mot so honared. 

The floors of the nave and. aisles were 
formerly paved with tombstones, the old- 
estof which seems to be dated 1g9R2. 
Amotig them is one Inomenory of a cer 
tain Villiam-Virving, who omuest hove died 
a violent death, “Keing Schot out of ye 
Castel.” This good man, who passed out 
of this life in Si-ptember, rota, the month 
when the Earl of Caithtiess wus besieging 
Robert Stewart in the castle, was doubt- 
less an ancestor of our own Washington 
Irving, Whose father was born mm the 
igland of Shapinsay, across the sound 
from Kirkwail, and emigrated to New 
York in 1763. 

The tombstones no longer pave the 
Cathedral, but many of them have been 
set up along the walls. They are fre- 
quently decorated with the ‘skull and 
cross-bones, the skulls being invariably 
qreatly enlirged on the left side, because 
of the Oreadian belief that the spirit took 
ite departure through the Ief} ear.

It is difficult to tell what is meant by 
a “pheare,”’ rinltes t it was pat mth rhyme 
with “deare.”

Across the street from the Cathedral 
are the remains of the Bishop's Palace, a 
biilding with a large hall and a great 
round tower, The latter was built in 
1540, but the ballis much elder, for bere 
Hakon, the last of the great sea-kings of 
Norway, died in 1263.
